A noble | tter, truly, is that which Colonel Mathews, Consul-Gicneral at 
Tangier for the United States, has sent to the Anglo-Jewish Association, and 
which is reproduced in the present issue of this journal. The senuments ex- 
pressed by the Consul-General « mphasise the fact that Presidents may come and 
go, arid Administrations may change, but that the spirit of sympathy with the per 
secuted and of abhorrence of oppression. remains immutable in the official as well 
a8 the non-oflicial world in the United States of America. The ipproval given by his 
Government to Colonel Mathews for his action in the interests of humanity is-no 
more than might have been expected from an Executive whose predecessors 
established a Consulate-General in Roumania and tilled the post with a Jew, in 
order to protect the Jewish population of that country, persecuted then as now. 
Col. Mathews has obtained his reward for his great devotion to the Jews of 
Moroceo by being retained in his post when so many changes were made a few 


months age on the assumption of office by President (‘] vi land ind thy 
Democratic party, 


Colonel Mathews, though an American citizen, is, we have reason to know, 
4 Ralive of Morocco, and his long residence in that country has ¢ navled him te 
form a true estimate of the character of the Moorish Jews. In his eyes. they 
ire “the life-spring of [commerce, industry, and enterprise,” w If-meaning, 
most industrious and upright,” facts which he is constantly pressing under the 
notice of the Sultan and his Court. Le admits that there are some black sheep 
among themm—what community is there that has none ?—but he takes care to add 
that they are a very small minority, whose faults “ originate from no inherent 
vices, but through the peculiar situation which is made them in this country, 
where the lib oral professions and great careers are closed to them.’ These causes, 
we may remark en passant, hold good with every country in which Jews have 
been persecuted. Col. Mathews's frank statements are far more honourable than 
if he had brought vague or even specific charges on hearsay evidence aguinst 4 
“ection of the Moorish Jews, and then made the entire body responsible for the 
vices of the few. The Anglo-Jewish Association is to be congratulated on having 
eliciting 80 cordial a letter from Col. Mathews, not alone for the truly philan 
thropic spirit which pervades it throughout, but also for its valuable recognition 


the very important services rendered by the Association to the cause of th 
loorish Jews.

the first time in the history of that congregati nm, Will ercate a radical difference 
in the status of worshippers, corresponding somewhat to the obsolete discinction 
of «A°3 9y3" and “seatholder” in the orthodox congregations. Even those 
who support the introduction of the new Law must regret the creation of new 
disabilities and distinctions in a congregation established as a protest against 
them. The remedy of the proposed Law will be ineffectual to cure, or even 
to minimise, the critical disease it is primarily directed against. It sets up a new 
inquisitorial principle of pains and penalties that portends much danger in its 
application, 


Of all Jewish communities in Eastern Europe, the lot of the Jews living in 
Grreece is undoubte dly the most enviable. No distinction whatsoever is made 
“ee by King, Government, or people between Jew and Christian ; and if Jews 
have not attarned high public posts, the fanlt is said to lie with them and vot 
with those who rule over the destinies of the country. Still ia Corfa, there are 
two Jewish members of the Municipal Council, Dr. Vittorio de Semo and Signor 
Theophile Moro ; in Athens, a Jewish lady is one of the prin ipal teachers at 
the High School for Women under the patronage of the Queen, and at the (ni- 
vereity in the same city there are several Jewish stadenta. The Gove enment, 
whi thi r thy Lib I i| . or the (ons rv itive Ss are at the at lim. is ever ready to aff rad 
the Jews moral and material assistance. For instane e, wherever there are Jewish 
schools, the Government contributes towards their maintenance : throughout the 
festivals of Passover and Tabernacles, on the New Year and the Day of Atonement 
Jewish soldiers obtain furloughs: n ibling them to visit their families, ind last year 
at the urgent advice of Signor Lombardo, the Minister of the Interior, the Jew- 
ish community of Zante, of which town his Excellency is a native, built a wall 
around their hitherto unenclosed cemetery, towards the expenses of which thie 
Minister made 4 grant from the public Tr isury, The Greeks, though different 
m race, pr { the same faith as the’ Russi ins: vet. how differently do ES 
nations treat their Jewish subjects ! 


The Cithedral city of Rheims has. been | tie scen>.of an interchange of 
amenities between Rabbi and Arch! ishop, is unusual as it is ai itifying. A few 
days ago M. Emile Cahen, Rabbi of the Jewish Congregation, received from the 
Archbishop of Rbeims a private note requesting him to attend the first annivet 
sary service held at the Cathedral for -the repose of the soul of.the prelate’s 
mother. The i ibbi's re ply was in the iffirm itive, and we are ft ld it w is couche d 
in sympathefic terms ; at the close of the ceremony he further addressed to the 
Archbishop a letter of condolence written in Latin, which, as our readers are 
aware, is the favourite language of the Roman Catholic Church. This act of 


attention on the part of the Rabbi has been followed up by a person il visit from 


the Arehbishop. .In estimating this visit at its true value, it must ‘not be for 
gotten th i,t apart from any pcrs nal compliment which the Ar hbishop wished to 
pay to the Rabbi, the latter is the head at Rheims of a charch subsidised by the 
State, and as such holds a recognised official .position. Yet this fact in no way 
detracts from the grace of the action taken by so high a dignitary of the Catholic 
Church as the Archbishop of Rheims, Apropos of Stateand Church it is inter

“ An Old Edmonton Boy,” who wrote to us last week, does well to maintain 
the excellence of the late I]. N. Solomon's translation of the Hebrew Prayer- 
book. In point of correctness and eloquence it was. an jmimense improvement 
upon its predecessors ; indeed, asa translation it leaves little, if anything, to be 
desired. The point. however, for which we chiefly contend is that it is less a 
literal translation that is required than a free version which, while giving the 
sense of the original, should be cast in that peculiar form which, in the minds of 
Englishmen, is associated with devotional compositions. Hitherto the object of 
translators of the Jephillah has been to provide a translation ; what is wanted 
is a version that shall provide those who understand Hebrew imperfectly with a 
collection of prayers. It is no reflection whatever on existing versions to suy 
that they do not meet this want. They were never designed to meet it ; and 
perhaps the want did not exist when they were written.

Every chance utterance of recent Jewish writers tending 
towards a recognition of the merits of Cliristianity or its founder has been 
pressed nto the service of hia argument, ven the dramatic utterances of 
che novelist Fraxzos are utilized, and Dr. SziNEssy's quite 
solate lriew of Jesus as a Gentile Saviour i: equally snapped at to point 
his moral. One thing appears specially to have struck him—the coldness 
and want of vitality in Reform Judaism, and herein he is undoubtedly 
‘astified.

JEWISH COLONIZATION IN PALESTINE, 


The Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler has addressed the following Report to the Com- 
mittee of the Russo-Jewish Fund on the above subject. 


5. Queensborough Terrace. .June Srd, 5645—1885. 

To the Trustees of the Marsion House Fund for the Relief of the Jews of Russia. 

My dear Sirs,—Prior to my departure for the Holy Land you were good enough 
to entrust to me the som of £500 to be devoted to the ass'stance of the Rus-o-Jew- 
ish settlers in the colony of Petach Tikvah. and of needy Russian immigrants who 
had taken up their abide in Palestine. I now beg to lay briefly before you the 
results of my inquiries and personal investigation 

|. I visited the colony of Petach Tikvah on Aprii 26th, accompanied by Mr. B. 
L. Benas. It is situated three hours N.E. of Jaffa, aud corstitutes a portion of a 
village ramed Emlebes. The Jand is fertile and well adapt«d for agriculture, but 
itis bounded by a shallow rivulet called the Andjah, and surrounded by marshes 
which evaporate ih summer and cause malaria. With the view of avoiding the 
dangers resulting therefrom, the settlers have built their dwellings, which as yet 
are only wooden shanties, on an elevation, ond are beginning to plant Eucalyptus 
trees in large numbers. Apprehension of the dangers likely to result from the 
marshes induced some of the settlers to ;emove. to a piece of ground situated at 
about two hoars’ distance. The soil of this affi.iated colony, termed “* Moshab Jehu- 
dith,”’ is poor and sandy, and therefore but ill-adapted for agriculture, It. is, how- 
ever, quite healthy as a dwelling-place. While some houses were being built on 
this spot, the Governor of Jerasa’em ordered the operations to be stopped, on the 
ground that, according to Turkish law, a sperial Firman had to be obtained from 
the Sublime Porte to authorise the erection «f a new village. 

The inhabitants of the two colonies consist

numbering 110 souls, are Russians who have left their 
persecutions, All the seemed both able and 
Only two of the colonists who are in goud circumstances employ 
They have already raised several crops of wheat, barley, sesame, 
maize, and lup! They also grow water meloce and potatoes. The wheat they 
use for bread, the barley affords food for the the sesame and water melong 
they send to Jaffa to be exported to Europe. The dwellings are very poorly fur- 
nished, but kept scrupmfousiy clean by the women, I could only see a portion of 
the Russian colonists, for although they all keew of my intended visit, some of the 
men judiciously remained ont till nightfall to finish their field work. On enquiry, 
| learned thet the settlers were very sanguine as to the ultimate success of their 
efforts, but that trey required liberal help to evable them to build houses and stables, 
to buy additional horses, cows and sheep, and to plant vines and fruit-t:ees, “Icom- 
puted, with the aidof Yr. W. Wissotzki, of Moscow, who was on a visit to the colony, 
as the Delegate of the Palestine Colonisation Society, that the aggregate cost of 
these requirements would amount to nearly £1,500, : 

Before deciding upon granting any subvention to the colonists, | deemed it my 
duty to ascertain whether there was any prospect of the colonists being permit ed 
to inhabit the houses they had built, and to.continue erecting further dwellings. | I 
therefore sought and obtained an audience of the Governor of Jerusalem, Raouf 
Pasha. I ascertained at my interview that the colonisation of Palestine was not 
looked upon with favourable eves vy the Turkish Government, as it is feared that 
the settlement of fore igners n “vy pive a pretext to rome of the European Powers to 
interfere in the interne! administration. °] pointed out to the Governor that the 
Jews had at all times proved thems-lves loyal su! jects, and his Excellency at the 
end promised to use his good offices with the Sublime Porte that the building opera- 
tions should be allowed to vo on. I have good reason tor anticipating that. the 
colonists will not have to encounter any further difficulty on this score. 

[ therefore consulted with Mr. Wissotzki as to the best means of aiding the 
colonists. I had received sey. ral letters, among others from R Samuel Mohilever 
the Chief Rabbi of Bialysteck. and Mr. Simmel. of Berlin. testifying to the thorough 
trustworthiness of this gentleman. I had also ample opportunity of convincing 
myself of his zeal and ability. I settled with him in geveral outline in what pro- 
portion your grant of £300 should be distributed among the Russo-Jewish colonists 
tv assist them in obtaining the necessaries b-fore mentioned. He promised to attend 
personally to the application of the money, and to send me the receipts from each 
individual, Th: hav howe ver, not yet come to hend. 

I should add that all the settlers, including the women. and children, seemed to 
be in good health and spirits. There is a small synagocue at Petach Tikvah, and 
the children receive instruction in Hebrew and Religion from Mr. Frumkin, who is 
maintained by Dr, Hildesheimer, of Berlin, and Mr. Lachmann. of Hamburg 

The amount voted by you is obvionsly quite inadeqaate for the wants of the 
colonists. Mr. Wissotzki promised to supplement it by yrants from his Committee 
and T took the opportunity during my stay in Paris of invoking, on behalf of this 

settlement also, the patronage of a well known philanthrop’st who has be-towed 
such renerous aid upon other colonies in the Holy Lacd. 

With respect to the future prospects of the colony, I have to observe, that 
there still remain many obstacles to be surmounted, One of the great difficulties 
is, that the majority of the settlers are artizans who have no experience in agri- 
cultural work, Only very few have any pruetical knowledge of farming, one of 
them being a former pupil of the Agricultural School at Jaffa, They are, however, 
very kind and realy at all times to assist with their advice and the result of their 
experience. Mr. Wissotzki has arranged to send Mr. Starawolski of Rosnioc nea 
Bialystock, a practical farmer, to become the d rector of the “ Petach Tikvah,” 
under the auspices of the * Chowawé Zion” Society. If the settlers will submit 
themselves to his direction. if pecuniary help be given them judiciously = 
enable them to tide over present difficulties, and if at the same time 7 
evernursed so as to develop habits of idleness and de 
pect, with divine blessing, of ultimate success.

LITERARY GLEANINGS.

[FROM OUR TURIN CORRESPONDENT.

Numerous discussions have lately been carried on with respect to Biblical 
etymology and the names of the "races and countries, which were formerly 
inhabited by Gods chosen people and by friendly and allied nations, As these 
discussions are not lacking in interest and information for Jewieh students, I yven- 
ture to notice some arguments which have been raised in those illustrated journals 
that have sprung up like mushrooms, sinoe the presence of our troops in Afri a 
This time it is Abyssinia which forms the subject of a lengthy article 


from a 
correspondent, who after having spoken of camels and horses, their virtues and 
failings,” proceeds to discuss the origin of the word Assab. This word the writer 
declares to be of Semitic origin, and he farther opines that the people of Assab are 
descended from FON'SN, one of the sonsof Korah. By placing in the foreground 
the friendship and cordiality which existed between Solomon and the Queen of 
Sheba (in Hebrew x5) he maintains that this Hebrew word completely bears ont 
his theary. The correspondent, who appears te be well acquainted with the subject, 
absolutely rejects the opinion of one of his colleagues that Assab is derived from 
another Hebrew word Swy (herb). Asa matter of fact. x5 is more likely to be 
the correct source from which the name Assab is’ obtained. 

In view of the close affinity between the Hebrew and Arabic languages, several 
of our Rabbis, who are masters of the latter language. have been unoffi tially asked 
to open courses of instruction in Arabic at Milan : for example, Commander Professor 
Ascoli has just opened a school expressly for officers in the army, thus following 
the example of Professor Lasinio, who voluntarily introduced the study of Arabi 
in the finishinginstitute at Florence. 

Vo Myer is a brochure of forty-eight pages, by the celebrated Rabbi Isaac Lattes 
who tlourished in the foarteenth century of the Christian era, It forms the preface 
his imp rcant work which isto be found among the MSS. in the 
Bodleian Litrary, Oxford. The chronology commencing with Adam and ending 
with the “ men of the Great Synagogue,” is arranged in excellent order, and is 
enriched with important notes which makes it the more valuable, It is edited by 
Mr. Solomon Biiber, a most worthy cultivator of sacred literature. | 

Finally, there was published here a few days ago, from the archives of Biblical 
and Oriental literature, a portion of a work on Biblical, historical, and geographical 
erudition, which contains an article of sixteen pages on Aaron, 

Although not pertaining to Jewish literature, | should mention the publication 
in the Miccellany of Italian History—which is issued here, and the collaborators on 
which are the most illustrious saran‘s in the scientific and literary world—of an 
important payer, which was conceived and proposed by Profeasor Ascoli, at the 
Second Itilian Historical Congress,

Hilchoth Talmud Torah The Rev. J. Kohn-Zedek has publish d the tirst 
instalment of a Hebrew work which, unless we are much mistaken, he has under- 
taken as a mark of his disapproval of Mr. Naphtali Levy’s composition on a similar 
topic. Inour review of Mr. Levy's well written book, we alluded to the incisive and 
amusing pamphlet which Mr. Kohn-Zedek issued in criticism of the Milchoth Kebbud 
Ab Vo-em, but the present is a far preferable mode of carrying on the literary 
warfare. Mr. Kohn-Zedek aims at a more comprehensive treatinent of his sub- 
ject, and though we are unable to form an opinion as to the merit of his com- 
mentary from the small fragment before us, we can at least discern that it is 
written in very excellent Hebrew, and that it promises to be quite worthy of the 
author's reputation as a Hebraist and Talmudist. The type and paper of the 
book (which is printed in London) are fully equal to the best specimens of 
foreign printers’ skill, B.
